To  the  Class  of  1951: 

In  this  year  when  we  are  celebrating  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  construction 
of  a high  school  building  in  Gloucester,  it  is  a special  privilege  to  extend  the  congratu- 
lations of  our  faculty  to  you  and  to  hope  that  one  hundred  years  from  now  the  citizens  of 
Gloucester  will  be  as  proud  of  the  program  which  is  developed  during  the  next  one  hundred 
years  as  they  are  of  the  program  which  has  been  developed  in  the  Gloucester  High  School 
since  1851.
